articles

in

reciprocal 
ti ade agreem ent and as to some oth­ 
ers, notably wool and woollen m anu­ 
factures, cotton and cotton manufac­ 
tures, carpets, boots and shoes, iron 
ore, pig Iron and m anufactured Iron 
and steel 
Hale W ants information. 
Senator 
Hale interrupted to ask 
that the scope of the resolution be ex­ 
tended to take in all the correspond 
ence and inform ation relating to the 
negotiations with Canada 
"I desire 
this inform ation all the more,*’ said } 
Senator Hale, "because I have reason 
to believe th af Hie bill was never sub­ 
m itted to the members of *he tariff 
board, and rhat the tariff board was 
not consulted and hail no knowledge 
of its contents 
That is wily I desire 
the inform ation at this time, and the 
sooner we get it the better.” 
Senator Smoot inquired of Senator 
Cummins why he offered the resolu­ 
tion He asked it it was the purpose 
of the senator from Iowa to propose 
am endm ents to tile reciprocity treaty 
to inc hide the articles he had enum er­ 
ated in his resolution of inquiry. 
"The senator from U tah,” said Mr. 
Cummins 
blandly, 
"has 
accurately 
guessed my purpose.” 
The 
senator from Iowa 
declared 
that if the present trade agreem ent 
were adopted then it would he impos 
sible later to put other articles on the 
list without reojienlng negotiations. 
W ould Look Out For the Farm er. 
“ If the articles the farm er sells are 
to be Introduced 
into this country 
free," said Mr 
Cummins, "I cannot 
let this 
opportunity pass to try to 
have included in the list of things ad­ 
m itted 
free those the farm er must 
buy " 
Senator Hale was persuaded by Mr. 
Cummins to put Into a separate reno 
lotion his demand for inform ation as 
to the Canadian diplom atic negotia­ 
tions with the United States 
The introduction of the Cummins 
resolution and the ease with which it 
was adopted indicates clearly the tem ­ 
per of the senate It is accepted as a 
sure sign thaf the agreem ent will he 
amended by the senate and probably 
in the finance com m ittee 
Mr. ru m 
mins* statement was accepted as no 
th e that the insurgent hand he leads 
will filibuster, lf nec essary, to prevent 
the passage of the bill in Us present 
form 
The warnings on reciprocity by Sen­ 
ators Hale and Cum mins are regarded 
as * int bing the fact that there will ire 
an extra session W ith Cenator Cum­ 
mins announcing his determ ination to 
introduce many am endm ents, and Sen­ 
ator Hah- emphasizing his antagonism 
lf is appal eof that the c hances of en 
acting Hie agreem ent at this session 
have dwindled alm ost to the dtsap 
nearing point.

ciety belongs. 
The purpose of the measure is to 
prevent rebellious foreitgn congrega 
lions from taking possession of church 
property and preventing the church 
from having control of i t It also will 
prevent the trustees of a church from 
dictating to th# heads of the diocese 
or presbytery. 
Representative Keely introduced a 
bill providing that all express com 
panics doing business in Pennsylva­ 
nia shall be taxed 20 mille on the dol­ 
lar of actual value of stock of the 
companies. The measure is in conflict 
with the Hecht bill, which has already 
passed second reading and which cov­ 
ers the same ground as the Keely b*ll. 
There were similar bills offered prior 
to this on this subject, but were with­ 
drawn when the Hecht bill made its

Increased Tariffs by Both Eastern and 


Western Lines Must Be Withdrawn 


After March IO. 


Washington, Feb 
24 — The inter J 
state commerce commission has tie 
cided against the railroads in the im 
portant increased freight rates cases 
thai have been pending for several 
months. 
The decision of the commisslng Is 
sweeping beyond all anticipation, even 
by the shippers. 
It declines to allow 
a single Increase by the 600 or more 
railroads in the east and the middle 
west. 
It throws aside as unsubstantiated 
the contention of the railroads that 
they must have Increased revenues t» 
meet the increased cost of equiprnetr 
aud operation, and by its decision cut** 
off between $5u,0t)0,000 and $#9,000,00(1 
a year in revenue which the railroads 
had expected to realize from the pro 
posed increase. On the other hand, it 
means 
an 
annual 
saving 
of 
that 
amount to the shippers of the coun 
try. 
The commission orders the carriers 
to cancel the proposed increases by 
March IO, and notifies them that ic 
the event of lailure an order will be 
entered continuing the present rates 
for two years, thus preventing the 
carriers from making any changes in 
that period. The railroads may now 
appeal to the newly created commerce 
court, and it is the opinion of many 
of their lawyers that this step will lie 
taken. 
The text of the decision says, with 
reference to the eastern roads 
“ W e dislike to tie up by hard and 
fast orders these commodity rates, and 
we have concluded as to all the rate- 
involved in this pretending to simply 
require the defendants to cancel on 
or before March IO their advanced 
tariffs on file and restore their for 
mer rates, which are the rates now In 
effect. If this requirement is not com 
plied with the proposed rates will be 
suspended, the necessary findings of 
fact made, and the usual two years

issued as to all 
tariffs in 
solved." 
in the western the derision sass- 
"W e do not say that the carrier* may 
not increase their income 
W e trust 
they may and confidently believe they 
will. 
If the time does rome when 
through changed conditions. It may h« 
shown that their fears are realized ot 
approaching realization, and from a 
survey of the whole field of operations 
there is evidence of a movement that 
makes against the security and last 
ing value of legitimate investment and 
an adequate return upon the value O' 
these properties this commission will 
not hesitate to give Its sanction ti 
increase* which will he reasonable." 
“ It is the law that tariff rates shall 
lie just and reasonable and alike to 
all for like railroad service. 
“ In construing this law the court* 
have 
given general 
direction in a 
nut liter of cases and by all standards 
that have been aet this commission, 
all of its members concurring, finds 
the proposed rates to be beyond the 
limitations placed by law upon the 
carriers. W e shall ask the carriers ti 
withdraw the proposed tariffs forth 
with through their agents and attor 
nays in fact, who have filed them, lf 
sinh action Is not taken on or before 
March IO, 1911, the commiaslon will 
further suspend these rates, make an 
appropriate finding and issue an order 
directing 
the 
maintenance 
of 
the 
present rates for a period of two years 
from thai date.” 
In the case of the railroad commis­ 
sion of Texas vs. Atchison, Topeka £ 
Hants Fe Railway company et. al the 
southwestern roads, the commission 
holds in a report prepared by Commis­ 
sioner Harlan that the carriers tha' 
were made defendants have not on the 
whole prospered as have many car 
rlers in the other parts of the country. 
It therefore declines to disturb th#* 
commodity rates complained of ani 
declines also to disturb the first c a ­ 
rate. The second class rate, w hich on 
Aug. IU, 1908, was raised from I 21 to 
1.29. the commission orders now to be 
reduced to 1.25.
